Third—Insanity would, however, con- 


stitute a defence, if by reason of disease 
the accused, at the iin;o of committing 
tho act charged did not know what lie 
was doing, or if ho did know it, tlmt 
what he was doing was contrary tn tho 
law.

SKAMEN GUNNERS. 


The following order has been issued liy 


the Secretary of the Navy : — 


General order No. 272 is modified a:; 


follows : — 


Apprentices who have re-enlisted under 


continuous service certificates for three 
years may be admitted to the gunnery 
ship for instruction, Kubject to the condi- 
tions of paragraph II in the said order. 
"When they shall have successfully passed 
the 
prescribed 
course they \vill re- 


ceive certificates as seamen gunners, and 
pay at the rate of S2R.50 per month. 


The pay of seamen, gunners who re- 


enlist for three years will be $33.20 per 
mouth in addition to the longevity allow- 
ance due to the continuous service cer- 
tificate, provided, that the seamen gunner 
shall pass a satisfactory examination, (on 
board tho gunnery ship if practicable,) 
and shall have received, during his ser- 
vice afloat, the favorable report of his 
commanding officer.

ENGLISH YACHTS IN AMERICAN 


WATERS. 


The races lately sailed by tho Scotch 


cutter Madge in American waters will 
probably have tlie effect of promoting in- 
ternational racing in the future; but, KO 
far as we can understand the American 
laws nt the present moment, there ap- 
pear to be obstacles in the way of sending 
small vessels from Britain to America for 
racing purposes.
